at Cork (Roche’s Point), 53-5°; at Peamount Sanatorium, 47-8°; at Greenwich, 53°8°; at 
Glasgow, 51°7°; and at Edinburgh, 51-0°. ‘ 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded during the quarter at Dublin 
was 6:4; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 6:6; at Peamount Sanatorium, 6:7; at Greenwich, 5:9 ; 
at Glasgow, 6-0 ; and at Edinburgh 6:0. 


The total rainfall during the same period at Dublin measured 5-0 inches ; at Cork (Roche’s 
Point), 4:4; at Peamount Sanatorium, 5:1; at Greenwich, 56; at Glasgow, 5:3; and at 
Edinburgh, 3:5. : 


The following information has been furnished by the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce (Meteorological Service), :— 


APRIL. 


The weather of April was dry and rather sunny. 

Mean temperature exceeded the average, the excess being more than 2°F. in parts of Dublin. 
It was warm at times between the 9th and 21st, particularly on the 11th. The last six days 
were cool and some low temperatures were registered on the 6th and 7th. The extremes for 
the month were 68°F. at Birr Castle on the 11th and 25°F. at Markree Castle on the 7th. 


The general rainfall was 70 per cent of the average for the period 1881-1915. The deficiency 
was almost general, an excess being confined to Dublin and Ballynahinch Castle, County 
Galway. Percentages at individual stations ranged from 47 at Waterford to 113 at Phoenix 
Park, Dublin. 


Sunshine somewhat exceeded the average, the latter half of the month being by far the 
sunnier. 


MAY. 


The weather of May was distinguished by a marked deficiency of rainfall. 

Mean temperature exceeded the average, the excess varying from 0:4°F. at Blacksod 
Point to 2+2°F. at Cork. It was warm on the whole from the 7th to 138th and 22nd to 31st, 
the last few days being notably warm. On the other hand the opening days were cool. The 
extremes for the month were 78°F. at Markree Castle on the 3lst and 27°F. at Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, on the 3rd. 


The general rainfall was 49 per cent of the average for the period 1881-1915; the deficiency 
was general, the percentage of the average ranging from 27 at Foynes, County Limerick, 
to 68 at Gorey, County Wexford. 


Sunshine exceeded the average except at Malin Head. The excess was most marked in 
the extreme south-west; the mean daily duration at Valentia Observatory was 8:22 hours 
or 1389 per cent of the average. 


JUNE. 


The weather of June was notably sunny and dry on the whole. 

Mean temperature exceeded the average, the excess being greatest in the west; at 
Mallaranny and Foynes, the deviation from the average was +3:°4°F. and +3-5°F. respec- 
tively. The excess was mainly due to the unusual warmth experienced during the first week, 
particularly from the 3rd to 7th. The last three weeks were cool on the whole, though it was 
rather warm from the 21st to 28rd. The extremes for the month were 85°F. at Mallaranny 
on the 5th and 35°F. at Birr Castle on the 25th. 


The general rainfall was 87 per cent of the average. More than the average occurred in 
some central districts and at a few other isolated places ; elsewhere there was a deficiency. 


A marked excess of bright sunshine was a notable feature of the weather of the month ; 
at Markee Castle and Mallaranny the percentages of the average were 154 and 152 respectively. 
Sunshine was abundant during the first eight or nine days ; for example, at Valentia Observa- 
tory the mean daily duration during the first nine days was 14°6 hours.

MARRIAGES. 


» The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 4,505, equivalent to an annual 
ate of 6-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-1 above that for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1938. 


Of the total marriages, 4,185 (or 6-1 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the 
oopulation) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
[he remainder (320) is equivalent to 6:6 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 





In Northern Ireland the marriage rate for the quarter under review was 7:9, and in 
Scotland 12-4. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 14,204, of which 7,380 
were of males and 6,824 of females. 


The number represents a rate of 19 -4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-6 below 
the rate for the third quarter of 1938. 


The total includes 455 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3°2 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. | 


The birth-rate for Northern Ireland during the quarter was 19-6, and for Scotland 17:1. 





DEATHS. 


' The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,600; of this number 4,493 were 
of males, and 4,107 of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 11-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being equal to 
the rate for the third quarter of the preceding year. 


‘In Northern Ireland the death rate was 11°4, and in Scotland 10°8. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus fever, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0-4 
per 1,000, which is equal to that for the third quarter of 1938. . 


- When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year deaths from these diseases 
show decreases in the case of scarlet fever, whooping cough and diphtheria amounting to 
6, 15 and.30 respectively ; on the other hand deaths from typhoid fever have increased by 7 
and from diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age) by 15. There were 3 deaths 
from typhus fever. 





_ Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 62, which is 23 less than that for 
the third quarter of 1938. 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 759, including 601 from pul- 
monary tuberculosis and 158 from other forms of tuberculous disease. The figures for the 
third quarter of 1938 were 682, 552 and 130 respectively. The rate from all forms of this 
disease was 1-0 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0°8, and all other forms 0-2; 
the respective rates for the third quarter of the preceding year were also 1-0, 0:8 and 0°2. 


- Gancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 893, being equivalent to a rate of 12 per 1,000 of 
the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1938 the number was 890, and the rate also 1 +2. 


- Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 3-1 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-6 for puerperal sepsis, and 2-5 for other puerperal conditions, 
‘as compared with 3-0, 0-6 and 2-4 for the third quarter of last year. 





~ Infant Mortality——The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
Tegistered) was 52, and that for the September quarter of 1938 was 55. 


Population.—It is estimated that the at middle of the year 1939 the population was 
2,934,000 (1,503,000 males and 1,431,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Census of 1936, the number of births and deaths registered, and the passenger 
movement (including emigration and immigration), is subject to revision in the Annual Report 
of the Registrar-General. 


AO Quarterly Return, Third Quarter, 1939. 
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The mean temperature for the September quarter, 1939, deduced from the mean week 
temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 58 -0° 
at Cork (Roche’s Point), 59-2°; at Peamount Sanatorium, 57-°3°; at Greenwich, 61°9°; a 
Glasgow, 57-8°; and at Edinburgh, 57-9°. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded during the quarter at Dubli} 
was $°6; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 4:3; at Peamount Sanatorium, 3-8; at Greenwich, 5-1 
at Glasgow, 3°6; and at Edinburgh 3:9. : 


The total rainfall during the same period at Dublin measured 7-7 inches; at Cork (Roche 
Point), 9:3; at Peamount Sanatorium, 7°3; at Greenwich, 6-7; at Glasgow, 8:3; and @ 
Edinburgh, 5 °2. - 3 


The following information has been furnished by the Department of Industry and Com 
merce (Meteorological Service) :— a 


JULY. 
The weather of July was dull, wet and cool. 


Mean temperature over the country as a whole was below the average by rather more;thay 
1°F., the deficiency being as much as 2 -2°F. at Waterford. The extreme temperatures fo} 
the month were 72°F. at Glasnevin, Dublin, and at Newcastle, County Wicklow, on the’ 12t 
and 39°F. at Hazelhatch on the Ist. ; ; 


The general rainfall amounted to 140 per cent. of the average for the period 1881-191 
The excess was almost general but a few isolated stations reported somewhat less than thy 
average. Among the largest falls in 24 hours or less were 2 -09 in. (in about 90 minutes) a 
Bagnalstown, County Carlow, on the 15th, 1-51 in. at Valentia Observatory and 1-29 in. a 
Mallaranny on the 27th and 1-22 in. at Newtownforbes on the 28th. 


Sunshine was markedly deficient, the percentages of the average ranging from 57 a 
Mallaranny to 72 at Markree Castle, Malin Head and Seskin, Carrick-on-Suir. . a 


AUGUST. 


In contrast to July, the weather of August was dry and sunny. . 


Mean temperature exceeded the average generally. The first 12 days were mainly cool 
thereafter temperature rose and the remainder of the month was warm on the whole. The 
extreme temperatures for the month were 77°F. at Foynes on the 13th and at Birr Castle or 
the 28th and 40°F. at Phoenix Park, Dublin, on the 6th. ; 4 


The general rainfall was only 50 per cent. of the average for the period 1881-1915; a marked 
deficiency occurred throughout the country, the highest percentage reported being 73 ‘a | 
Phoenix Park, Dublin. . ate 


Sunshine was excessive except at Dublin; the excess was pronounced in the north and 


west, where Mallaranny had 141 per cent of the average, Malin Head 140 and Valentia 
Observatory 135. ae 


SEPTEMBER. 


The weather of September was dry on the whole, the latter half being particularly ary, 
The first nine days were warm. — 


Mean temperature for the month exceeded the average generally ; the mean for the first 
nine days was considerably in excess of the average but the mean for the last week was 
appreciably below the average except on the south-west coasts. The extremes for the month 
were 76°F. at Glasnevin, Dublin, and Rathfarnham on the Ist and 30°F. at Birr Castle on the 
29th and at Markree Castle on the 30th. ' = 


The general rainfall was 69 per cent of the average for the period 1881-1915. Rainfall 
exceeded the average in an irregular strip down the eastern side of the country, while less 
than half the average occurred in the west from County Sligo to County Kerry. Among the 
largest falls in 24 hours were 1-78 in. at Glasnevin, Dublin, on the 2nd and 1-85 in. at 
Mallaranny oa the 9th. A number of stations recorded an absolute drought from the 14th 
or fifteenth to the 30th inclusive. F 


Sunshine was variable but deficient on the whole. Percentages of the average ranged 
from 68 at Seskin, Cairick-on-Suir, and Phoenix Park, Dublin, to 117 at Mallaranny.

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,609, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-5 above that for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1938. 


Of the total marriages, 3,390 (or 4°9 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
The remainder (219) is equivalent to 4°5 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


In Northern Ireland the niarriage rate for the quarter under review was 8:1, and in 
Scotland 10°3. | 


‘ BIRTHS. 






' The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 13,218, of which 6,609 
were of males and 6,609 of females. 


The number represents a rate of 18-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0 -2 below 
the rate for the fourth quarter of 1938. 


_ The total includes 413 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-1 per cent. of the total births

The birth-rate for Northern Ireland during the quarter was 18-0, and for Scotland 16:1. 


: DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 9,429 ; of this number 4,942 were 
of males, and 4,487 of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 12 +9 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 1-0 below 
the rate for the fourth quarter of the preceding year. ; 


In Northern Ireland the death rate was 12-8, and in Scotland 12 °8. 


Principal Epidemie Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus fever, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0-4 
per 1,090, which is 0-1 below that for the fourth quarter of 1938. 


When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year deaths from these diseases 
show decreases in the case of typhoid fever, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria 
and diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age’ amounting to 5, 8, 2, 15, 12 and 
29 respectively. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 93, which is 147 less than that for 
the fourth quarter of 1938. 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 685, including 548 from pul- 
monary tuberculosis and 137 from other forms of tuberculous disease. The figures for the 
fourth quarter of 1938 were 750, 583 and 167 respectively. The rate from all forms of this 
disease was 0 +9 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0°7, and all other forms 0 °2; 
the respective rates for the fourth quarter of the preceding year were 1-0, 0°8 and 0°2. 





Caneer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 884, being equivalent to a rate of 1-2 per 1,000 of 
‘the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1938 the number was 973, and the rate 1°3. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 3-0 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-8 for puerperal sepsis, and 2:2: for other puerperal causes, 


as compared with 2-8, 0-6 and 2-2 for the fourth quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 62, and that for the December quarter of 1938 was 66. 


Popwation.—It is e8timated that at the middle of the year 1939 the population was 
2,934,000 (1,503,000 males and 1,431,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Census of 1936, the number of births and deaths registered, and the passenger 
movement (including emigration and immigration), is subject to revision in the Annual Report 
of the Registrar-General.

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METEOROLOGY. 


The following information has been furnished by the Department of Industry and Co

OCTOBER. 


The weather of October was sunny, rather cold and dry on the whole. Northerly an 
easterly winds were unusually prevalent. 


Mean temperature was below the average, the deficiency at individual stations rangi 
from 0 -9°F. at Blacksod Point to 3-2°F. at Waterford. The extremes for the month 
66°F. at Glasnevin, Dublin, on the 4th and 5th and 23°F. at Markree Castle on the 19th a n 
at Birr Castle on the 28th and 29th.

The general rainfall was 78 per cent of the average for the period 1881-1915. Th 
deficiency was fairly general, but an excess was registered in some scattered areas ; lesss@ 
40 per cent of the average occurred in a small inland area in the south. The percentages 
the average at individual stations ranged from 30 at Birr Castle to 137 at Trinity Colleg} 
Dublin. Among the largest falls in 24 hours were 1 -22 in. at Cork, on the 4th and 1-28 in. 
at Waterford on the 8th. “ 


The large excess of bright sunshine was a marked feature of the weather ; it was on 
around Dublin that sunshine was deficient, while the percentage of the average was as mu 
as 156 at Valentia Observatory and 150 at Malin Head.

During a severe thunderstorm for th 
season on the 6th, a church spire was struck by lightning at Clifden, Connemara. Among th
